Fresh linen and pink spreads were 
put both beds, the ladies’ treas- 
ures were moved from the bedside ta- 
bles the clothes closet for safe keep- 
ing, clean utensils and towels were 
placed the bedside cabinets, and 
both the room and its small bathroom 
were tidied. One bed was cranked

Then thoughtful nurses 
aide rolled wheelchair into the room 
and helped gather together num- 
ber things that might used dur- 
ing any hospital illness.

The class passed quietly down the 
hall the room that had been pre- 
pared for them, and the way, 
looked into rooms either side.

Just reached for 
the stethoscope, the small boy who 
had been reluctant come 
trip asked could explain 
the class. After giving him due 
for his greater experience, went 
with the demonstration the 
blood pressure cuff, otoscope, opthal- 
tongue blade and flashlight, 
and the thermometer. 


The caps and masks the doctors and 
nurses wear surgery came for 
quite bit conversation. Also, that 
sometimes the patient needs mask 
surgery too. cone-shaped and 
will smell funny, and make you 
sleepy. Right away the question came, 
that the way doctor will put 
sleep when takes out 
tonsils next March?’’ And the an- 
swer, and when you awake you 
will your room and the opera- 
tion will over. Your nurse will 
your bed sitting position 
for meals when you are recovering, 
and here the table she will place 
over your lap for mealtimes.’’ All 
the children agreed that would 
fun have meals served the at- 
tractive pastel-colored table.

proudly inspected these colorful 
hand drawings large sheets pos- 
ter paper. The subjects: two hospital 
beds, one flat and one sitting posi- 
tion, complete with cranks; over- 
the-lap table for mealtimes; wheel- 
and stethoscope. 

When reported this field trip 
the next meeting school nurses they 
all agreed that here was real appre- 
ciation the hospital impor- 
tant unit the community. feel 
sure this class, with their new under- 
standing its usefulness them, 
have developed friendly and ae- 
ceptable attitude.

The National Committee, ap- 
pointed President Eisenhower, 
headed Mrs. Rollin Brown Los 
Angeles and includes other Cali- 
fornia members Danny Kaye Bev- 
erly Hills, Roy Sorenson San 
Francisco, and Ralph Tyler Stan- 
ford. Dr. Donald Howard Los An- 
geles, Chairman Governor Brown’s 
Advisory Committee Children and 
Youth, has made important contribu- 
tions Chairman the National 
Council State Committees for Chil- 
dren and Youth.

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Public health control shellfish 
dates back 1816, when the first re- 
corded epidemic typhoid fever with 
oysters the vectors infection was 
reported the Frenchman Pasquier. 
the beginning this century, 
was estimated that 100,000 cases 
typhoid, with 25,000 deaths, occurred 

One the biggest oysterborne epi- 
occurred the United States 
1924, with about 1,500 cases 
typhoid and 150 deaths. Most the 
cases were large cities such New 
York, Chicago, and Washington. They 
were traced oysters from one source 
where shellstock was kept polluted 
water. This epidemic threatened the 
entire oyster industry with economic 
collapse. The industry appealed 
public health authorities for help, and 
1925 conference representa- 
tives the oyster industry and pub- 
lic health was held and resulted 
the development nationwide con- 
trol system which has expanded and 
continuing the present time. 


Nationwide Control System 


The system .includes state control 
measures whereby each shellfish-pro- 
ducing state presents list certi- 
fied dealers the U.S. Public Health 
Service. the state control measures 
are satisfactory and acceptable the 
Public Health Service, they are in- 
cluded list published periodi- 
for the information the con- 
sumer states. guide the degree 
control deemed essential, the Pub- 
lic Health Service has prepared the 
Requirements for En- 
dorsement State Shellfish Control 
Measures and Certification for Ship- 
pers Interstate 

California, all shellfish sold com- 
mercially, whether grown the State 
shipped from other states, must 
come from certified sources. 


Disease California From Shellfish 


Since 1925, have had major 
outbreaks intestinal disease the 
State due shellfish. few typhoid 
cases were reported from consump- 
tion native oysters from San Fran- 
cisco Bay the ‘‘depression years’’. 
Also, few cases have been traced 
Condensed from paper presented 8th 

Annual State-wide Educational Sympo- 


sium California Association Sani- 
tarians, April and 1959, Santa Monica. 
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Pismo clams gathered from ocean 
areas near sewer outfalls. But 
eases typhoid have been reported 
from certified commercial beds. few 
eases illness have been reported 
from unrefrigerated oysters from 
poorly handled supplies retail mar- 
kets, but all these situations, when 
reported, have been corrected. 


California Shellfish Regulations 


The current shellfish regulations 
became effective early 1956 and are 
set forth Sections 7706 7762, 
Title the California Adminis- 
trative Code. 


Certification Required 


Section 7706 provides that 
person, firm corporation engaged 
oysters, clams, mussels for sale 
the public for human consumption 
shall possess valid certificate issued 
the State Board Public Health’’. 

Shellfish plant certificates are re- 
quired Section 7707, which pro- 
vides that person, firm cor- 
poration operating plant engaged 
shucking, packing repack- 
ing fresh oysters, clams mussels 
for sale the public for human con- 
sumption shall hold valid certificate 
issued the State Board Public 

Under the provisions Sections 
5670 5674 the California Fish 
and Game Code, the State Depart- 
ment Public Health authorized 
examine any area from which shell- 
fish may determine whether 
the area subject sewage contam- 
ination; and determine whether the 
taking shellfish from the area does 
may constitute menace the 
lives health human beings. 

The certification program planned 
and operated assure the public that 
shellfish sold commercially are safe. 
Certificates are valid for period not 
exceed one year and expire Feb- 
ruary 15th each year. Applications 
for renewal must made Janu- 
ary each year. 

Applicants for certificate must 
file written request, accompanied 
detailed description the shellfish 
beds shellfish handling plants and 
map showing the location the 
beds facilities. description the 
source sources shell shucked 


stock must filed and also agree. 
ment comply with each and all 
the regulations. 

Only shellfish from growing areas 
this State that have been approved 
and have valid certificate granted 
the State Board Health 
may sold. Each lot shellfish from 
other states must bear certificate 
number, designating certificate 
cleanliness and safety, issued the 
state department health the 
state which the shipment origi- 
nates. 

Persons who are infected with 
are carriers organisms typhoid 
fever, dysentery, septic sore throat, 
certain other communicable disease 
which might transmitted through 
shellfish, who have wounds open 
lesions exposed portions the 
body, may not employed the 
growing beds shucking, packing, 
repacking plants. 

daily record shellfish received 
and shipped must kept, showing 
kinds shellfish, designation the 
beds from which derived, name 
grower, name shipper and name 
consignee. These records must 
available for inspection agents 
the State Department 
Health all reasonable hours. 


Beds and 


Shellfish beds must located 
growing areas not adversely affected 
sewage, other wastes, human 
recreational activity. 

Shellfish growing 
areas may not brought into bed 
for which certificate has been 
sued unless special approval first 
granted the State Department 
Health. Such approval must 
writing and granted only 
condition that the method trans 
planting and timing arrival 
shellfish will insure that the trans 
planted shellfish remain the 
proved growing area least days 
before harvesting for sale for 
consumption. This transplanting area 
must separate portions the 
bed and one which other shell 
fish are held. 

Shellfish stock must not cleaned, 
stored, floated conditioned 
water, the standard which 
rigid that required for shellfish 
beds. 
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Culling plants, benches, floors, stor- 
age areas, and premises must kept 
clean and sanitary condition. 

Only shellstock that reasonably 
clean and free mud may shipped 
marketed. Oysters, clams, mus- 
sels which are dead not have 
tight shells may not shipped 
marketed. 

Shellstock must handled and 
shipped under such temperature 
will keep them alive. Each lot shell- 
stock must shipped clean con- 
tainers such bags, boxes, barrels, 
ation during shipping. Each lot must 
plainly marked with the name and 
address the shipper, the certificate 
number the bed from which oysters, 
mussels were obtained, and 
the date harvest. 


Shucking, Packing and Refrigeration 


Shucking and packing must 
done such manner that shellfish 
are not subject contamination, are 
free mud, and are live when 
shucked. Shucked shellfish must not 
remain the shucking table for more 
than one hour unless refrigerated 
degrees Fahrenheit, less. 

Plant arrangement, floors, walls 
and ceilings, light, ventila- 
tion, toilet facilities, hand 
facilities, sewers and drains, water 
supply, and benches and stands must 
constructed and maintained 
clean and sanitary and com- 
pliance with the State regulations. 
Similarly, construction utensils 
and equipment, wearing aprons 
and finger cots shuckers, use 
refrigeration and ice, and the clean- 
ing and sterilization equipment 
must comply with regulations. 

Refrigeration very important for 
maintenance high quality prod- 
uct. Unless shellfish are delivered 
the consumer immediately the 
completion shucking, refrigeration 
facilities must provided, capable 
the shucked shellfish tem- 
perature below degrees Fahrenheit 
within two hours after shellfish are 
shucked, and keeping them this 
temperature until delivered the 
consumer. shucked shellfish are 
frozen, they must kept frozen 
condition until delivered the con- 
sumer. The refrigerator icebox 
must have impervious lining, and 
the floor graded drain quickly. 
accurate thermometer must kept 
the refrigerator, and must kept 
and sanitary all times. 


Shucked shellfish must packed 
and shipped either single-service 
containers made clean, impervious 
materials positively sealed, such 
containers sealed that tampering 
with the container can easily de- 
tected. Only clean new containers, 
containers previously used for shell- 
fish, after adequate cleansing and 
bacterial treatment, shall used. All 
containers must stored man- 
ner that will protect them from con- 
tamination. Each can, container 
package must bear the name the 
shipper, certificate number the 
shucking, packing repacking plant, 
and date packed. The date may 
code the registered with the 
State Department Public Health. 

Repacking shucked shellfish 
allowed only done such man- 
ner that contamination the shell- 
fish will not and must 
compliance with all 
tions the State Regulations. 


Location Oyster Beds 


Oyster beds now operating under 
State certificates are located Morro 
Bay San Luis Obispo County, 
Tomales Bay and Drakes Bay 
Marin County, and Humboldt Bay 
Humboldt Most the 
beds are State water bottom allot- 
ments made the State Department 
Fish and Game. Recently allot- 
ment was made San Diego County 
the ocean side North Island. 
Seed oysters have been planted the 
area, and expect that applica- 
tion for shellfish certificate will soon 
made. 


Quarantine Measures 


mentioned earlier, Pismo clams 
are gathered sport fishermen, and 
the past, few cases typhoid 
have occurred among persons eating 
them. February 24, 1959, the 
State Board Public Health quar- 
antined about four miles beach 
Monterey Bay the vicinity the 
Watsonville outfall sewer.

For many years, the Director 
the State Department Public 
Health has annually established 
quarantine all mussels from the 


shores California, extending from

So-called mussel poisoning gener- 
ally due small plankton organ- 
ism, the dinoflagellate cat- 
enella, which produces strong poi- 
son shellfish. Health officers the 
Coastal and Bay Counties the 
quarantine order, post suitable plac- 
ards conspicuous places advising 
the this quarantine, and 
send shellfish samples the State 
laboratory. 

the last two years, shellfish poi- 
soning has been reported from oysters 
Canada. The States Washing- 
ton, Oregon, and California have in- 
their laboratory work, and 
California, the Department Fish 
and Game has cooperated the col- 
lection shellfish samples. have 
not yet found the mytelotoxin con- 
tent oysters present sufficient 
amount public health signi- 
However, the experience 
agencies remain alert the poten- 
tial hazard. 


California’s Oyster Production 


California now reported the 
fifth largest oyster producing state 
the nation, and the trend fur- 
ther production. For com- 
mercial production, the State interest 
the establishment and mainte- 
safe shellfish beds and the 
production and delivery good qual- 
ity oysters the markets.
